It IS indeed most fortunate that boatmen have such 
command over their boats, for in Kashmir there is no rule 
ot the road, everyone taking the course that is right in his 
own eyes. I suppose the reason for there being no rule of 
the riVer is that the authorities know that no boatman would 
ever keep the rule, as the bullock cart drivers on the road 
persist to this day in wandering about the roads wherever 
the oxen think fit, the driver often lying at the bottom of 
his cart or on the top of his load fast asleep. Sometimes 
one may have the opportunity of teaching these gentlemen 
that sleep may be a disadvantage to themselves, as well as 

motor cars and other traffic, by turning 
the bullocks round and sending off the cart and its sleeper 
oack by the way that they came, or turning them into the

Lhen 
commenced a battle royal, the boatmen screamed, danced 
and bled, and Hnally all turned for home, and when they 
ran into shallow waters they left their boats and rushed 
shouting and gesticulating up to me, each complaining of 
the other, all frenzied!y shouting that they had won the 
race. 

All things in this fair world come U) an end, some time 
or other, and this picturesciue hulla-baloo was no exception, 
for these boatmen gradually barked themselves silly. To 
this dav the same “ tamasha ’ takes place if boatmen enter 

for a race where a prize is given. 

I am glad to he able to say that with school crews it 

is different. 

In our early regattas on the lake we had great diffi¬ 
culty in teaching clean steering, it was only accomplished 
by continual and swift punishment, such as casting the 
offender, like Jonah of old, out of the boat, and telling 
him to find his way back to dry land as best he could. 

Sometimes it meant punishing the headmaster ot his 
school who him.self had not learnt the shame of foul steer¬ 
ing. Now it is possible to have ten boats racing abreast 
in our regattas week by week, without having to punish 
any crew or headmaster. My mind goes back to one 
particular regatta, when we Iccrnt that foul steering does 
not always pay. 

It was at an Inter-school and College Regatta on the 
lake. The Mission school had won all the races, and feel¬ 
ing was naturally running high among the other schools. 

It was the last race, fourteen boats were lined up at 
the start on a dead straight course. The report of a gun 
is heard when immediately you see the boats in motion, 
the lo paddles in each boat flashing, as their wet blades 
catch the sunlight. As they come nearer you see all the 
crews are in different coloured kit. Although each crew is 
working like blazes, certain boats are now forging ahead, 
and when the winning post is about three hundred yards 
off vou see the Mission School boat about a quarter of a

length ahead of the State College boat, which is on its left 
aiKr about the same distance ahead of the State School 
"boat on its right. The State School, who were determined 
that anyway the C.M.S. school first boat should not win 
this time, made a smart spurt, and then charged straight 
at the C.M.S. boat, and would certainly have transfixed it 
at No. five’s thwart, had not the cox, of the C.M.vS. boat 
taken in the situation in a flash. He called out to his 
crew to hold up their boat. All 15 paddles immediately 
dug deep into the water, thus the C.M.S. boat stopped 
dead, and the State School boat missed their aim and ran 
right clear across the bows of the C.M.S. boat, and 
cirarged bang into the College crew about midships and 
there remained fixed and firm, and, to their chagrin, saw 
the C.M.S. first boat win, followed closely by the C.M.S. 
second and third boats paddling past the winning post. 

Thus was the fouler fouled and those who witnessed 
this historic event are not likely to forget it. 

As it is on the water in this country with those who 
have not learnt to play the game, so is it with the people 
in this country in everyday life, when they are trying to 
get the better of the gods or their fellow men. 

When a boy is born, especially if he be a fine speci¬ 
men, his parents will give him not a boy’s name but a 
girl’s name, and dress him in girl’s clothing in order to 
hoodwink the evil spirits or any jealous god that may be 
on the prowl, for they have no interest in the weaker sex, 
and thus the boy is saved from harm. 

Again, when any Hindu builds a house he always 
attaches an old broken earthenware pot to a conspicuous 
place on the outside, so that the evil spirit may recctgnize 
that the house is not a new one, for how could a 
dirty old pot be hanging on it if it were a new house ? 

Then when a son is born the priest is called to make 
out a horoscope, /.t\ a statement as to the position of the 
stars and planets at the hour of his birth, and thereby is 
able to predict fortune or misfortune in the boy’s life. 

But suppose later on the parents of the boy wish to 
change the date of his birth in order to make him out to 
be older or younger than he is, as the case may be, the

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priests are always ready for a tee to alter or make a new 

and lying horoscope. If the latter, then they procure an 

insect-eaten paper, and stain it with the various messes 

that one always sees on old horoscopes, such as lamp-oil, 

ink and finger marks, from curry and rice, snuff and 
such-like delicacies. 

In the matter of priests messing about with the 
horoscope, I write about something which I am not 
infrequently called upon to decide, for there are two 
particular rules in our school which are sometimes the 
cause of alteration of horoscopes. One rule is that any 
boy who has not passed the swimming test by the age of 
14 must pay higher school fees. The other rule is that if 

a boy marries before the age of eighteen years his fees 
are doubled. 

On account of the former rule, the parent pays the 
priest to make the boy younger, and for the latter the 
parent has to pay the priest again to make his son older. 
These two rules may bring rupees to the priest, but they 
are somewhat troublesome and expensive to those papas 
who do not like swimming, and love early marriages, but 
do not like parting with their filthy lucre I think I need 
not labour the point of parental and priestly dishonesty 
any further, for I only wished to show that boys from the 
very commencement of life are taught by their betters to 
steer crooked and foul, and hence this makes the teaching 
of straight steering in the school anything but easy. 
It is a continuous tug-of-war between home and school 
influence. I know right well that we have got our weight 
well on the rope and are wearing down our adversaries 
term by term. 

Some hundreds of parents are now old boys of the 
school who have let go the rope on the other side, and 
some are putting their weight on to our side. Our lessons 
in straight steering are not, of course, by any means only . 
for the school life of the boy, but for the time when he 
will leave us for his life’s work in the greater world. The 
following account of a big piece of social work that we 
have been at of late, will show how the steering goes. 
Some of my readers will remember the school logs of 1917, 


Gorging Up Stream,” and of 1918, “A School in Being,” 
in which I described shortly the part the school was called 
upon to play in the campaign against the food profiteers, 
who were out to enrich themselves at the expense of the 
poor and helpless. The reason of all this trouble between 
the producers of rice and the consumers began from seed 
; sown long ago, as indeed most troubles begin. 

As I look back to the year 1890 I see along the river 
I bank among the houses in the city long one-storied 
I buildings, called go-downs, all bulging with rice. Again, 

; most of the big houses of the city were full of sleek and 
! contented Hindus, few of whom had ever done halt a day’s 
I work in their lives. All the officials were of this class, 
Brahmans, who selected as their minor officials their own 
many relations. So the collection and selling of the grain 
was entirely in the hands of this one favoured class'^ and 
they took good care that the country people not only paid 
their taxes to the very last pie, which was not in coin but in 
grain, and beyond that these greedy officials squeezed out 
of the farmers pretty well all the fruits of their toil ; 
grain, fruits, such as apples, pears, walnuts, all came 
pouring into the city for the official class and their friends. 

The country folk were themselves illiterate Muham¬ 
madans, timid folk with no one to stand up for them, and 
see justice done. It was not until Walter Lawrence, now 
Sir Walter Lawrence, G.C.I.E,, arrived as Commissioner 
and made the land settlement, that matters improved. He 
was very grieved and angry at the wav in which the 
Muhammadan farmers were done down by Hindu officials. 

I remember going with him into the country, and he 
explaining to me the oppression and cruelties then practiced, 
and citing instances; and then stopping short and looking 
at me straight in the face he uttered this prophecy, ” Now 
mat k my w^ords, Biscoe, the time is coming when the 
pendulum will swing and you will see the Muhammadans 
persecuting the Hindus in the city as the Hindus do now 
the Muhammadans.” We live now in the days of the fulfil¬ 
ment of this prophecy. Where are now those long lines of 
gram godowns ? Gone ! as taxes are now paid mostly in 
com and not in grain. Where are those Hindu palaces? 




o 
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Most of them in ruins, as the higher places in offices are 
filled mostly by foreigners, chiefly Punjabis. 

The farmers are becoming wealthy, as you can see any 
day when you enter a village. Fine brick houses are 
rapidly replacing the mud houses or huts of their ancestors. 

The middlemen have also come in and bought up the 
grain off the fields, and, having formed a ring, sell out as 
much or little as they like, and at a price to suit their 
lordships. Srinagar being 200 miles from the railway, is 
therefore cut off from grain elsewhere. It is in a sort of 
cul de saCy and its inhabitans are at the mercy of those 
who have the power, and as they happen to be a host of 
Shylocks who want their pound of flesh, the citizens of 
Srinagar have been having a very thin time for the last 
five or six years. 

In 1917 a Daniel appeared on the scene as Governor, 
in the shape of Pt. Nerindra Nath Koul, B.A., a Kashmiri 
who was as honest as he was brave, and went into battle 
with these Shylocks with all his strength of brain and 
nerve and brought them to heel in an incredibly short time ; 
but the Shylocks had backers in high places who pulled the 
strings so successfully that our Daniel was removed from 
the scene of action, and consequently all the good that he 
had achieved was swept away, and those who had fought 
with him were not loved by those who then came into 
power, and our school and all connected with it w'cre 
anathematized. The price of food, of course, continued to 
rise, as the profiteers and their backers had no one to fear, 
and there was great distress in the city, as the poor had 
to go hungry and the middle class to give up food wffiich 
they hitherto had thought were necessaries. But at the 
commencement of 1^21 there had been changes in high 
places and to our great relief and joy Nerindra Nath Koul 
was sent back to Kashmir, not as Governor but to a higher 
post, vi 2 , that of Revenue Minister. He at once called 
round him his old friends, and held councils of war and was 
soon at the attack on the enemy, not on the Zamindar and 
agriculturalists, but upon the middlemen and interlopers, 
called galladars. Some of these, of course, were large 
landowners, and some I’m sorry to say were men of 


. position. Nerindra Nath Koul had come with a great 
scheme, and that was to create a great citizen co-operative 
society which should purchase the grain from the farmers, 
oust the middlemen, and distribute this store of grain to 

the city people at a fair price. 

This society was formed at once, with a board of 16 
directors. A managing committee was formed with Mr. 
C. M. Hadow as their president, and no man ever worked 
harder for any cause. Shanker Koul, our headmaster, was 
elected on to this committee. Our old friend, Mr. 1^. 
Phillips, was put in as Manager of the Stores, and Mr. 
Samuel Bakkal was. taken from the school staff as Execu¬ 
tive Officer. And so this excellent scheme started, and has 
been going strong for the last three months, to the great 
relief and happiness of the citizens of Srinagar, for they 
can all purchase shali (unhusked rice) at Rs. 5-8 per 
kharwar, t.c. 2 maunds or 160 lbs., which previously was 
anything from Rs. 16 to Rs. 22 per kharwar according to 
the will of the Shylocks. The school was called upon in 
various ways to help the Stores, 

We continually closed the schools in order to permit 
of the staff and senior boys helping the Co-operative Stores 
Office, so that any especially ur.gent work might be expedited, 
or that they might be sent to the shops or selling places 
from boats on the river in order to keep the crowds 
in order, for the populace had been in a semi-starved con¬ 
dition for so long that when grain was put forth for sale 
j they rushed upon it like a pack of wolves, so guards were 
! necessary both in quality and quantity. 

To give a few^ examples to show the nature of the 
work, there would be a barge full of sJwli at the river 
ghat. Long before you arrived at the spot you would hear 
! the roar of voices, and then see a struggling mass of men 
and women fighting for first place. The boatmen vainly 
. trying to keep the crowd off their barge and the selling 
clerk being pulled hither and thither. 

A posse of teachers would turn up and try to create 
calm out of chaos. They would make all the crowd sit down 
and then call up the women first, the old ones before the 
young, and afterwards the men. The result of this gallant 
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arrangement was that next day nearly all the crowd would 
be women, as the men sent their women-folk. Thus the 
teachers would select the women with babies to be served 
first, the result of this baby-loving arrangement was that

Well, I said before, all the city was rejoicing when a 
thunderbolt fell on us all. Pt. Nerindra Nath Koul, out 
brave and honest friend, was called away from the hght to 
higher service. He had had an operation performed on 
him which was quite successful, but through the slackness 
of those who were supposed to be looking after him 
hsemorrhac^e came on and he passed from us, but ganie to 
the end, and what is more he died trusting in*a forgiving 
God. And as I said at a great gathering of citizens held a 
few day s after in our school compound to raise a memorial to 
him, I say again now, “Our friend is not dead, he 
and his spirit will remain with us to help us in this fight 
against oppression and wrong,” for wrong and oppression 
it is, when a country is allowed to be under the power o 
a handful of scoundrels who starve a city in order that 

they themselves may be rich. 


It is a clear case of bullying, and bullies who ever they 
may be should be given their deserts. We are not alone 
Tn this opinion. It was great to hear Ra 3 a Sir Han Singh, 

If r S I. voice sentiments similar at a public meeting 
called bv him to consider this questionj^and with him was 
our Resident and other men both in official and unofficial 
nositions. When H. E. Lord Reading, the V iceroy of India 
Lmeto this country in October, he threw himself heart 
and soul into our war against this wrong, and framed a 
law which could be used by a tench of judges to meet 
cases of profiteering which should be brought before them, 
and in every way encouraged the authorities to set their 

faces against this crying evil of food profiteering. 

His visit heartened us all no end, and made us inoie 
than hopeful of his future success in tackling the greater 
difficulties that lie before him in India these days. He is 
a true man and he will win through. 

Social Service 

As usual the staff and the boys have been on the 
prowl about the citv in their lawful avocations, and run up 
against all sorts and conditions of citizens, some of whoin 
have been glad of their willing help. The continual 
marvel of it to me is that such a host of boys should be 
actuated to render help without any prospects of or desire 
for reward, but just from the pleasure of being of use ; for, 
as I have often said before in school logs, this us© 
not to be the case. A State official said to me, less than a 
week ago, “I wish the boys in the State schools would 
follow the example of the Mission boys.” It will he the 
case later on, and in fact already a certain amount of use¬ 
ful work is being done by a State doctor, who has forrned 
a band of Scotits in whom he is trying to implant the spirit 
of service. But there must be some real motor power 
behind social service, if it is to last. For instance, one can 
with help push a motor car along a road for a certain dis¬ 
tance, but what is really needed is the engine to give the 
power and make it continue to run uphill as well as down 

hill.

There are a number of 
oys to w om to see is to act, and whose deeds are not 
known nor ever will be, and the boy himself has probably 
rorgotten, and does not wish to remember, as it has become 
natural to him to be kind. Then there are the hosts of 
old students who have learnt when at school the jov of 
service and whose helpfulness I know is increasing, so 
that ere long Srinagar will be known as the city of iovfiil 
service instead of a city of filth. Now, taking the list of 
helpfulness in the order as tabulated : 

Help to Aiitrnals, There is not the opportunity of 
set vice in this line as formerly, as owners of animals are 
really afraid of the law (which used not to exist) and there 
are more Britishers about who are down sharply upon 
cruelty to animals.

STRAKiHTER STEERING IN KASHMIR 


With regard to clearing the streets and alleys, this is, | 
of course, the Muncipality s work, but as this august asseni- j 
bly neglect their duty in this respect as in others, there is 
work and sufficient for willing hands. I would point out 
that street-clearing is considered to be the most degraded 
work in existence—it requires more pluck than muscle 
to tackle such outcast work. To prove the growth of moral 
muscle in this line I will give an incident which happened 
to a missionary lady last winter. 

vShe was walking in a filthy street to visit a sick woman, 
when she came upon a pool of extra filth which was too 
wide to step across. Close by, sitting on a shop front, 
smoking a hukka, were two Municipal sweepers, which is 
the usual occtipation of these worthies. The lady politely 
requested them to clear a path for her, but they took no 
notice, and went on talking together as if they had not 
heard her. She repeated her request, with the same 
result. All of a sudden a boy was at her side and asking if 
he could be ol any service, and when the lady told him of 
her request to the sweepers he at once darted for a piece 
of paper and the muck rake of the sweeper, be wrapped 
the paper round the handle of the rake, and at once cleared a 
path for the kdy, and was off, refusing to give his name. 
But she noticed that he was a Brahman boy and that he 
belonged to the Mission school, for he had on the school 
badge (In all things be men). 

The blind are often glad of help, and so was one parti¬ 
cular blind fellow, who was asked by some boys for change for 
a silver coin. The blind man took out a handful of coins 
from the end of his pugri, and, as he was picking out the 
change asked for, the boys snatched up all the coins that 
were,in hi.s hand and were ofif with their loot in high spirits, 
Iwving outwitted a blindman. But a protector of the blind 
was at hand in the shape of a C.M.S. school boy, who 
chased those rascals and caused their spirits to drop as 
also their loot, and the blind man was comforted. 

Helping Boys. Most of these cases were helping 
school fellows, giving or sharing their clothes with poor 
boys. One boy paid the fees of a school-fellow for a 
whole year. Another paid a poor boy's fees by earning 


money by tailoring. Another supplied a poor boy with 
books and satchel which had been eaten by a cow. Cows 
in this country often die of starvation, so they are not 
particular as to their meals. As cow-killing is considered 
a heinous crime, cows which do not give milk are permit^ 
ted to die a natural death, hence starvation. 

Old Men are unable to carry heavy loads which some 
men like to put upon them, so our boys have compassion 
on them and share their burdens. 

Children have a way of getting lost in this filthy 
city, and .sometimes get actually stuck .in the mud. Boys 
then are handy. 

Men are glad to accept help from Mission school 
boys, when they are pushing heavy carts up rising ground 
or on bad roads, or when a motor oar refuses to budge, or 
when boats are heavily laden and need an extra hand or 
two on the rope, or when boats break from their moorings 
and float down stream, or when horses are restive, upset 
the applecart or bolt, then active boys are acceptable, and 
perhaps they will say some day, “ Bless those boys,’' 

One seldom sees many women in the streets, but when 
one does see a woman she is generally a worker and 
carrying a load, often too heavy for her, for nearly every 
woman one sees, except the boat-women, is frail and under¬ 
sized, if not crippled. They have now learnt to accept 
help from our boys without feeling shameful, as the list 
here shows. 

The school crews, as usual, through the summer 
months made use of their boats in cheering up the sick by 
taking them out of the city and hospital on the ever 
beautiful lake, and so helped to their recovery of health 
and strength. I would point out that most of the boys 
who compose the crews are Brahman boys, and most of the 
sick folk are Muhammadans. Also most of our boys this 
year were underfed on account of the exorbitant price of 
food through the* villainy of the rich profiteers, so, as the 
boys were not up to their average health and strength, I was 
quite prepared to see them fight shy of extra boat work, 
but they did more work in this line than I expected them 
to do. This artificial famine made many of the staff and 
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boys more open-handed than ever, in their support given 
to those worse off than themselves. 

One party of old boys opened a relief fund, and 
^ great nuniber of widows and starving people. 
This little society for dispensing charitv bj’ proper 
methods is the fiist case that has come to mv notice durinp" 
all my days in Kashmir. Certain friends, as you win sel 
from the poor relief accounts, committed to onr charge a 
large sum of rupees j we made use of it by’ buvins' food and 
selling it at considerably under cost price to certain 
selected poor families. 

Some of the staff used to go out before daybreak to a 
place outside the city’ to intercept the flour coming in on 
donkey and pony back, and buy it straight from thelarmer, 
and so save the middleman’s profit They brought the 
loads to the school, where it was stored. Tickets were 
issued to the poor families, who were permitted to purchase 
it from our store. It was piteous to see the emaciated 
condition of these poor folk, who were chiefly widows. 
Especially when one knew’ that there was no occasion for 
this suffering, which, as I say again, was engineered by the 

rich who were backed up secretly by certain influential 
bipeds. 

The School Ba?id likes to make itself useful. It 
twice visited the Leper Hospital, to cheer up those poor 
unfortunate people. The band made itself useful on 
many occasions and excelled itself on Empire day. Our 
fleet paraded the city, each boat represented a different 
part of the Empire, the crews dressing in the costume 
of a particiflar country. For instance, England was 
represented by coal miners (as the strike was then on), they 
were dressed as miners, with besmeared faces as having 
just come from the pits, and paddling with iron shovels. 

India was represented by Mr. Gandhi and non¬ 
co-operators. This boat came last in the procession, as it 
could not make much headway owing to everyone paddl¬ 
ing out of time, some were sitting the wrong way, on which 

captain was urging them vehemently to pull together 
as brothers, which had not much effect. 

The whole procession was led by the school band, who 


I were in the 12-oared cutter, w'hich called attention to 
what the school think of non-co-operators. 

Members of the staff on many occasions led squads of 
i boys to various scenes of action. 

: On one occasion a houseboat upset and lay on its side 

in the river, owing to the Chowkidar neglecting his duty 
^ of removing the snow from the roof. The boatmen 
wanted an exorbitant siini for raising it, so fifty boys or 
, so were marched through the deep snow to the river bank. 

I Two strong ropes were fastened round the boat, which 
i necessitated certain of the party messing about in the icy 
I cold \\ater. When all was ready, the word was given, the 
I power applied, when up came the boat from its recumbent 
^ attitude to its proper floating position once more. The 
.boys then went into the boat and baled out the water with 
basins, buckets and paddles, and so the trick was done. 
.Everyone was pleased except those who lost their loot. 

On another occasion Miss Murray bought three trees 
i on the river bank, about a mile and a half from the city, and 
kindly gave them to us for the poor women in the city. 
All the country was then under snow, so it was a cold and 
difficult job, but at last the trees were cut down and 
trimmed, so that they could be floated down to the school, 
where they were hauled ashore, and cut up and the wood 

carried to the houses of poor women—a ver\’ much 
appreciated gift. 

Parties of boys attended eleven fires in Srinagar and in 
Islamabad. Fhc following is a letter received from a 
certain person who appreciated the boys’ help: 

i Srinagar, 

I Monday, the 28th February, 1921. 

I Revd. C. E. Tyndale-Biscoe, 

Principal, C.M.S. High School, 

Srinagar. 

Dear Sir, 

l am heartily grateful to your staff for the timely and 
voluntary help rendered by them yesterday at the critical 
time while my house had caught fire. They tried their 
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best and did splendid work wholeheartedly, which resulted 
in saving both of my buildings. The small pump which 
they had brought with them from your school* did [ 
exceedingly good work, which was under the management 
of P. Suraj Ram Bali of your school, assisted by other 
teachers. I am to thank you very much for the help they 
rendered to me. Please convey my best thanks to all 
those who were present at that time. The school staff as 
well as this small fire hand-pump did far better work than 
the State Fire Brigade staff, who purposely abstained from 
their duty till the fire was extinguished. Had these gen¬ 
tlemen (school staff) not been on the spot I am sure that 
not only the whole block of my houses would have been 
burnt, but all the surrounding Mohalla also would have 
been burnt down to ashes. 

I thank you again for the voluntary help rendered by 
them.

A-oie .—The reason why the State Fire Brigade abstain from doing 
their duty, as stated in this letter, is not difficult discern, for 
Kashmiris are not inclined to part with their money, and the Brigade 
know that if they ask for bakshish after the fire is extinguished they 
will not receive a reward, so they like to have the bakshish before¬ 
hand : and hence they delay to commence operations until the 
bakshish is in hand. 

How differently the people act now at fires in Srinagar 
from what they did formerly, but it has taken years of 
social service to teach them better manners. 

On one occasion I was- attacked by a crowd ot half 
frenzied men, when my boys came round me at once and 
took the blows that were intended for my skin. 

On another occasion a friend of mine who had come 
to help, heard screaming and on looking up saw three 
women at the top window of a three-storied house which 
was ablaze ; as the owners of the women would not go up 
and save them, he ran through the fire up to them and 
rescued them, and all the thanks he received was a sum¬ 
mons from the court to answer the charge of breaking into 
the seclusion of a zenana without asking leave from the 


proper authorities. So you see we are moving on in 

Srinagar. . 

We have not had many opportunities of saving life 

this year. One only was saved from fire, and that not 

from one of the eleven burning houses ; and six only were 

saved from a watery grave. 

On prize day we had to decide between three of the 

most gallant rescues, as to whom should be awarded Lord 

Hardinge*s medal, for the pluckiest deed of the year, and 

they were as follows :— 

No. 1. Bishember Nath, student, C.M.S. High 
School, Islamabad. 

A student of the State School, Islamabad, aged 12 
years, was studying in his house at night by the light of a 
kerosine oil lamp. The lamp fell off its stand and the oil was 
spilt over him. The part to catch alight first was his cotton 
pantaloons near his feet. The boy being frightened got up 
and commenced to run about, so the flames naturally spread 
up his body. Bishember took in the situation in a flash, 
threw him on the floor, and picked him up smartly by the 
legs, thereby causing the flames to go towards his feet 
instead of up his body and head, and thus saved him. 

No. 2. Raghow Dhar, aged 16 years, but very much 
undersized, saved a girl of eleven years from drowning in 
the river at the time of year when it flows full and strong. 
The girl was bathing when she was carried off her feet 
into deep water and began to sink. Raghow, with his 
clothes on, jumped in immediately and brought her ashore. 

No. 3 is described in a letter from some State 
officers who happened to be present when the deed was 
done. I will let them speak for themselves.

His Excellency the Viceroy, Lord Reading, arrived in 

3 
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Srinagar on October 14tli. He came up by rivei. ^ ^ 
prepared a Living Welcome for him. Mr. H. A. Mackenzie, 
of the Dredging Department, sent us up from Barainulla a 
steel cable, which Captain Hal Hadow, M.C., helped us 
to fix across the river from the school buildings to a 
mulberry tree on the opposite side, so that it hung 30 

feet above the river. 

We made letters of bamboo sticks and hung them at 
fixed distances apart. The boys, sixteen in number, eithei 
climbed up a rope ladder from the river or travelled by 
trolley from the school roof into their places. There 
would have been some danger of electrocution from the 
electric power wires, which run up the river bank and 
crossed our cable, had not Mr. G. H. K. Chaman, of the 
Electric Department, kindly h'^lped us by turning off the 
power while the boys were hanging on the cable when the 
Rt)yal Barge and mass of following craft had passed. At 
a "iven signal the living welcome, disappeared with a 

splash into the river. 

About ten days later the Viceroy and Lady Reading 
with their staff came down to the school. They were 
received on the river front by the fleet, who stood up 
with paddles at the salute while the band played. Their 
Excellencies spent an hour with us inspecting the class 
rooms and gymnastics, and honoured us by taking tea in 
the Lower Hall, from wliich they could see the boys leap 
from the roofs, from 20 to 50 feet above the river. His 
Excellency presented a silver challenge medal to the 
school. An had gone like a marriage bell, and 1 was 
seeing their Excellencies off the premises, when a boy who 
seemed to come from nowhere dashed up and in a 
twinkling had placed a letter in the Viceroy’s hand. He 
was a boy from the school band and in uniform, who had 
been taught bv his elder brothei to present a petition 
asking for employment. A cheeky rascal he is, who is 
not fit for any employment outside the gaol. 

You can understand what a fool I looked in not 
being able to guard a visitor from annoyance, and in my 
ownVeniis^es too, where practically every teacher and boy 
was ready to act as a detective, and we imagined ourselves 


secure Being caught napping on this auspicious occasion 
will ever make me have still greater sympathy tor the 
heads of the police in India, for whom I have always had 
much fellow-feeling. However, H.s Exce lency let me 
down easily, but the affair has left a nasty feeling in my 
“innards” in that I failed to protect a guest in my own 
premises. Well, I comfort myself by the fact that not all 
Popes are infallible, and I am not even a Pope. 

A year has passed since our greatly valued teacher 
and friend, Miss Violet B. Fitze, passed from us to the 
crreatei* kingdom, and no lady has come to carry on her 
work. But the girls’ school has been working quietly, 
marking time as it were until the hoped-for lady teacher 
comes." Mrs. Dugdale has been very kindly acting as 
superintendent of the school, keeping the teachers and 
crjrls happy, also Mahan and Razdan is able to give his 
advice aiul help to the women teachers, for his beard 
is turning grey. The numbers are now at eighty-three, 
which is a slight increase from last year. A memorial is 
being raised to the memory of Miss Violet B.^ Fitze, and 
an account is opened with Messrs. Cox & Co. s Bank, 
Srinagar, as per list below. 

We have been able to do this year that which we have 
been unable through lack of funds to do of late, to 
send three of our staff on a tour round India and Ceylon, 
to open their minds and so increase their value as 

teachers. 

When I first sent three teachers to see the world, a 
Brahman official said to me, ** I thoroughly agree with 
what yon are doing, but let me warn you that these 
Brahman teachers will have to pay much money to the 
priests on their return in order to get back into their 
caste, for it is a heinous crime for a Brahman to go on the 
Kala Pani, ” that is the sea “ However/’ said this friendly 
official, “as I so thoroughly agree with your plan of 
opening the minds of your teachers, I will, if you will 
allow me, pay the priests’ bill,” This I accepted gladly. 

When the three travellers returned I asked them how 
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much they had to pay to their priests. They answered, 
Nothing, not a pie.” “ Why not ? ” said 1. “ Because,’’ 
said they, ‘‘ the priests will not believe that we have been 
on the sea.” “How is that ?” said L “ Because, ” said 
they, “ the priests asked us what the sea was made of, and 
we told them that it was salt water.” “Then,” said the i 
priests, “ we know that you are liars and that you have ! 
not been near the sea, for the sea is made of melted ! 
butter,^^and no salt about it, as we know from our holy ! 
books. So, as the three masters had not been on the sea, ; 
and therefore not broken their caste, therefore my | 
Brahman official friend had not to part with any rupees, j 
So all parties were pleased. 

These three travellers have now been to Ceylo^t^ the 
very home of the gods. It will be interesting to see what 
the holy priests will have to say to this piece of unheard of 
impertinence,

^letters from parents of the above type 

are not so frequent as they used to be, showing, I hope, 
that the parents as well as the school are steering a 
straighter course. We have been cheered of late by the 
attitude of several of the old students of the school towards 
true citizenship, shown especially by their readiness^ to 
help and clear thinking on this difficult matter of fighting 
the food profiteers. 

Thirty years ago it was their fathers and grandfathers 
who were the profiteers, and now their sons have had the 
pluck and honesty to change sides and come forth as 
champions of the poor. Once more it is demonstrated that 
we are steering a straighter course.

In from February to September, nine widows 

and six children were supported regularly, at an expense 
of Rs. 165-6-0. 

From October, 1920, to September, 1921, the average 
number of the poor supported by the fund per month 
was three widows and two children, and the amount spent 

during this time was Rs. 88-6-3. 

In October, 1921, wheat Hour was brought tor 
Rs. 165 at Rs. 17 a khirivai: and sold to 547 people 

at Rs. 12 a khinvar. 

In November and December, 1921, eleven families, 
consisting of 55 members in all, were given Rs, 92-9*0 to 
buy their rasad. 

Besides this about 240 maunds of firewood were 
given to the poor during the year.
